the ambitious man, his preferments; the miser, 
his gold; but the common swearer has nothing; 
he is a fool at large ; sells his soul for nought ; and 
drudges in the service of the Devil gratis.— 
Swearing is void of all plea. It is not the na- 
tive offspring of the soul, not interwoven with 
the texture of the body, nor any how allied to 
our frame. For as a great man (Tillotson) ex- 
presses it, “though some men pour out oaths as 


if they were natural, yet no man was ever born of 


a swearing constitulion.” But itis acustom, a low 
and paltry custom, picked up by low and paltry 
spirits, who haye no sense of honour, no regard 
to decency; but are forced to substitute some 
rhapsody of nonsense, to supply the vacancy of 
good sense. Hence the silliness of the practice 
can only be equalled by the silliness of those that 
adopt it.””— Lamont.

TIGER FIGHT. 

In India, tiger fights are by no means unfre- 
quent. A square of fifty feet is fenced off with 
bamboo lattice work, several feet high, in order 
to prevent the animal from leaping among the 
people, which has sometimes taken place. The 
tuger is placed in a cage on one side of the square, 
and an immense Crowd of spectators usually as- 
semble outside the fence, impatiently waiting for 
the fight. Upon a given signal, the tiger is driv- 
en into the area by fireworks. In a combat of 
this sort described by a recent traveller, a buffalo 
was first let in against the tiger: both animals ap- 
peared equally reluctant to engage and watched 
each other most attentively. The tiger was again 
compelled to move by the fireworks, and the buf- 
falo advanced two or three steps, on whieh the ti- 
ger again crouched. A dog was next thrown in, 
but the tiger seemed unwilling to attack even 
him. An elephant was next sent into the square, 
when the tiger retreating, uttered a cry of terror, 
and in despair he attempted to leap over the fence, 
but faded. ‘The elephant approaching by direc- 
tion of his rider, attempted to throw himself on 
his knees upon the tiger, but he avoided this dan- 
ger. The elephant in his turn became alarmed, 
and no exertion of his rider could induce him to 
repeat the attack ; but advancing to the gate, he 
soon made a passage through it, to the terror of 
the spectators. the poor tiger, however, lay 
panting on the ground, without attempting to 
profit by the opportunity to escape. <A second 
elephant was now turned in, but he proved as un- 
successtul as the formerone. ‘The tiger at length 
facing his adv crsary, #prung’ upon his forehead, 
where he hung for some seconds, till the elephant 
collecting all his might, with one violent jerk 
dashed him to the ground, where he lay unable 
to rise, ‘Ihe conqueror was sutisfiied with his 
victory, and turning agen round, he rushed 
towards the fence, with his tusks lifted up, and 
raised the whole frame work, together with some 
persons who had climbed upon it. A scene of ter- 
ror and confusion now followed not to be describ- 
ed; the elephant, however, made his way through 
without injuring any person and the tiger was too 
much exausted to follow him.

SINGULAR PHENOMENON.

Permit me to 
request, before the die is cast, that you will pau 
one moment, and listen to the story of one, who 
like you was once happy, and might still have 
been so had the voice of friendly admonition been 
sounded before him.

“Tt is not myantention to enter into argument 
with you on the subject. Objections to duelling 
have been often repeated, and your own good 
sense will suggest them all; I shall merely offer 
you a recital of my sorrows and sufferings, and 
leave you to feel for yourself. 

“ One of my earliest friends and associates, was 
Albert Harding.

European Yutelligence. 

From late London papers. 
The French expedition of Discovery under Capt. 
Duperre, put into Otaheite in May last. The ex- 
pedition had discovered four Islands in the South- 
ern Ocean not before heard of. aA 
Sir George Ralph Collier, K C. B. a captain in 
the Royal Navy, put an end to his life on the 24th 
of March, by blowing bis brains out with a pistol, 
which he seized in a moment of frenzy, in conse- 
nence of some severe strictures passed upon his 
official conduct in “ James’ Naval History.” He 
was a son of Admiral Gollier, and had for some 
time been fab uring under occasional fits of mental 
irritation. [The strictures in James’ History, al- 
luded to, is the account which is there given of the 
escape of the American frigate Constitution, and 
the prizes the Cyane and Levant, from the British 
squadron, commanded by Capt. Collier, when the 
former were surprized at anchor at Porte Praya, 
island of St. Jago, during the late war. The at- 
tack censures Capt. C. severely, but it is an infa- 
mous libel upon the American officers.} 

On the 24th of March, a dreadful fire occurred 
at Woolwich, which consumed the whole range of 
houses composing As!town, together with an im- 
mensity of out-buildings. The fire was near the 
arsenal and public stores; but fortunately the 
buildings consumed stood, as it were, in a valley, 
and by themselves. The number of buildings de- 
stroyed is not stated. 

Barcelona papers and letters have been receiv- 
ed to the 15th. They contain accounts of disputes 
in many parts of Catalonia, in consequence of the 
delay of the umnesty. The priests, it is said, are 
stimulating the peasantry to massacre the consti 
tutionalists, The French authorities had forbidden 
the entrance into Barcelona, of the members of the 
Criminal Tribunal established by the Barron 
d’Eroles, at the Seu d’Urgel, 

It is reported that a loan has been contracted for 
by Messrs. Baring, Rothschild, and Lafitte, with 
the French Ministry, to the enormous nominal 
amount of 5,340,000,000 of francs, about equal to 
152,000,000/. sterling. 

A paragraph from Odessa, dated Feb. 25, states, 
that “letters from Constantinople confirm what 
had been announced, concerning the illness of Saida 
Effendi, the delays M. de Minziacky had met with 
in his negociations, and the reproaches which the 
Grand Vizier had addressed to Lord Strangtord 
respecting the assistance the Greeks receive from 
Engiand. People are now anxious to know how 
Saida Effendi will receive M. de Minziacky, whose 
conciliating character is wel! known in Constanti- 
nople. Saida Effendi, is a cunning and well inform- 
ed Turk. It is possible that he may contrive some 
pretence for granting the evacuation of the princi- 
palities of Moldavia and Wallachia, which the 
Porte had refused to the Internuncio of Austria, 
in his note of the 8th Nevember, 1523. It is even 
affirmed that Saida Effendi must have declared to 
Lord Strangford, some time ago, that be consider- 
ed the evacuation of these principalities as a satis- 
faction due to Russia.” 

The Sardinian vessel Murry, Mortes, from Leg- 
horn to Algiers, with a cargo of naval stores and a 
diamond crown for the Dey, bas been captured and 
carried into ‘ialta, where the cargo was taken out, 
freight paid, ane ship discharged. 

A steam packet, built on Annesly and Lowerby’s 
patent, ran on the 2ist of January, between Hull 
and Selby, no less than one hundred and sixty-five 
miles in twelve hours !

Mr, Canning hoped that it would not 
te postponed beyond that day, seeing that the only 
chance of the ey being carried into beneficial 
operation the pr&ent year, was the act reaching 
America before the end of the present sesssion of 
Congress. 

‘The Mayor of Toulouse notifies the public that, 
on account of an extraordinary circumstanee, the po- 
lice, being desirous to prevent the sad consequence 
likely to result from the great quantity of dogs 
which crowd into the town fiom the neighbouring 
country, will cause poison to be spread through- 
out all the streets, from the 25th to the 31st of 
March, inclusive. 

Tie trial of nine highwaymen was concluded at 
Paris on the 20th of March. Three were sentenc- 
ed to death, five to the gallies for life, and one was 
acquitted. In leaving the Court, one of the five 
exclaimed—“* This is a sentence worthy of the 
i2h century. Iam condemned without witness- 
es.” [tle was convicted by a majority of seven 
against five of the jury. ] 

The village of Couchardin, (department of the 
lsere,) has been nearly destroyed by fire. Eighty 
houses tell a prey to the flames, and nothing was 
saved except the cattle. 

Ireland.—We regret to mention that the distur- 

bances in the county of Limerick are beginning 
again to wear a serious aspect. A murder, as the 
event, we fear will prove it to be, has been com. 
mitted on the person of Mr. Read, a Barrister, and 
some houses have been robbed of arms.—Dwublin 
Evening Post. 
_ We vegret exceedingly, (says the Dublin Even- 
ing Post, of the 23d of March,) to state that distur- 
bances in Limerick, Cork, and Kilkenny, continue. 
We will not say that they are alarming, but cer- 
tainly they are of a nature that must mflict pain 
onevery man who has a regard for this miserable 
country, and its wretched inhabitants, to whatever 
rank or class they may belong. In Kildorrery, 
(Cork,) a murder has been committed on a man 
named Sullivan. Near Buttevant, in the same 
country, the house of Wr. ward, a farmer, was 
burnt. dn Tipperary, near New Inn, a man named 
Conway had his scull fractured, of which be died. 
We have already mentioned the murder of Mr. 
Marom, in Kilkenny. By a mis-print it was-stated 
that his son had shared the same fate : the latter 
was wourkled, but is recovering. At or near Cal. 
law, however, in the same country, one Long, a 
processserver, who endeavored to levy tythes, 
was murdered on the same day, In Limerick 
they are continuing to arrest, under the Insurrec- 
tion Act. Sixteen men were taken up, on the 
20th instant, in Kilmeady, in this county. 

The news of the death of Sir Thomas Maitland, 
caused so much joy amongst the Greeks, that the 
city o1 Missolonghi was illuminated the two nights 
after its arrival. 

Rome, Feb, 21.—A report prevails, that a wolca- 
no has come out of the centre of the commercial 
town of Aleppo, in Syria, and afterwards turned 
intoa lake.

Late dallesnet from China induced a belief 
that the difficulties between the British merchants 
and the Chinese, had been adjusted. 

The British inhabitants of Calcutta have sub- 
scribed the enormous sum of nearly £9000, for the 
purpose of having a portrait painted of the honour- 
able Jobn Adam, esq. After paying the expence of 
the portrait the surplus is to be applied to chari- 
table purposes. ' 

The French government, according to letters 
from the most respectable source, was about to 
acknowledge the independency of Hayti. ‘The last 
advices from Havre, state that an advance had ta- 
ken place in the price of St. Domingo Coffee, in 
consequence of news just received from Paris, that 
a decree was issued annulling the privileges hith- 
erto allowed to French vessels on imports to that 
Island. It is now believed that France will pur- 
sue the policy of England, by acknowledging and 
opening a commercial intercourse with the late 
Spanish South American States. A French consul 
has already arrived ut Laguira, it is said, with the 
most friendly professions. 

Letters from Genoa of the 6th, mention the cap- 
ture of ten Spanish vessels by the Algerines, and 
and that they had descended on the coast of Va- 
lencia add carried off 47 persons, men, women and 
children. 


When Riego was taken prisoner, there was with 
him an Englishman, named Matthews, who held a 
regular commission under the constitutional Go- 
vernment. Of this man nothing was heard of for 
some time; but it now appears that he has for four 
months been in solitary confinement, exposed to

AFFAIRS OF GREECE. 

All the advices from Greece and its neighbor- 
hood, continue to be of the most cheering charac- 
ter. It is stated in the Augsburg Gazette, that a 
vessel had arrived at Trieste from Smyrna, in 
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twelve days, bringing intelligence that Carysto, 
| the capture of which had been so often announc- 
_ed, has at length surrendered to Odysseus. Ac- 
cording to the capitulation concluded between the 
Chiefs of the two parties, the Turkish garrison are 
to be conducted to Negropont. Letters from Du- 
razzo, in Albania, state that a corps of the Greeks, 
consisting of two thousand men, has arrived in the 
environs of Arta. Patras was expected to surren- 
der shortly. Lord Byron bad adopted a Greek 
dress, and bad marched with a corps against Le- 
panto. He was appointed a member of the coun- 
cilof Western Greece. It was reported that the 
Pacha of Scutari, had raised the standard of re- 
bellion against Turkey, and declared his intention 
of making common cause with the Albanians and 
Hellences. 

Several English offeers of merit, had recently 
, arrived in Greece, and several cargoes of munitions 
of war. 





The London Courier of March 23, acknowledges 
| the receipt of Sierra Leone Gazettes to the 17th 
| Jan. in which they notice the great increase of the 
| gold trade the past year. It is stated the gold 
traders arrived in Caravans. The great slave mart 
was in the neighbourhood of the Gailinas. The 
slaves are taken in boats or canoes from the vari- 
ous ports where they are collected, to a small neck 
of land, from whence they reach the above place 
in half an hour’s march. The !Frenth flag conti- 
nues to be disgraced by an active employment, in 
this odioas traffic. The Sierra papers express, in 
strong terms, their belief that the French Govern- 
ment connive at it. 


A surgical operation was performed at St. Louis 
hospital, in Paris, the last season, on a peasant of 
La Fere, who swallowed a small reptile, two years 
befure. ‘Tortured by egeruciating pain, the man, 
last season entered St, Louis hospital to be opened. 
An incision was madea little below the cordiac 
orifice of the stomach, which exposed the animal; 
it immediately coiled itself back from the opening, 
out of sight. An assistant put his finger into the 
wound and drew out a snake two and a half feet 
long, and eighteen lines in circumference. It lived 
sixty hours. The patient felt great relief immedi- 
ately ; his recovery was rapid.

It was also reported that Spain 
had ceded the island of Chiloe to France. 








COLOMBIAN EXPEDITION. 

The Royal Gazette of the 14th ultimo, 
published at Nassau, (N. P.) states, that 
great alarm prevailed on the coast of Cuba, 
in consequence of intelligence received from 
Jamaica, that a Colombian vessel of war 
had arrived at Kingston for the purpose of 
procuring a loan of money, for fitting out 
from some port on the Main an expedition 
to consist of from fifteen hundred to two 
thousand men, for the purpose of revolu- 
tionizing the Island of Cuba. It was said 
this force would land on the south side of 
the Island, opposite to Principe, where they 
expected to be joined immediately by a 
considerable number of the inhabitants dis- 
posed for independence. This account was 
credited by many, but it was also reported 
that the troops were intended to assist the 
people of Vera Cruz, in destroying the cas- 
tle of St. Juan de Uloa, which had so long 


been annoying that place by its fire on the 
town. 








FROM PERNAMBUCO. 


The Stanton, Capt. Burtch, arrived at New-Bed- 
ford, Mass. stopped at Pernambuco on the 16th 
March, and sailed again on the 21st.—The follow- 
ing occurrence took place during Capt. B’s stay

On the 20th March, the President of Pernambu- 
co was arrested by some troops and sent as Prison- 
er to one of the Forts, the Commandant of which 
would not receive him as such. He then retired 
to Olinda with such of the troops as were friendly 
to him, the other party taking a different direction. 
On the morning of our sailing, the President and his 
party which was said to be the strongest returned 
with him quietly to the City, and it was reported 
that the others had dispersed. It was thought by 
some that this was only a stratagem of the Presi- 
dent to ascertain the number and strength. of his 
friends, and by others, that it wasa prelude to a 
more serious affair. 

Lord Cochrane was daily expected at Pernam-. 
buco. Captain Perkins of the Floyd, just arrived 
at Pernambuco from Rio Janeiro, reported that the 
King of the Sandwich Islands, Rihoriho with two 
of his wives had arrived there in an English ship, 
on his way to England.

Such were the numbers, that lookers 
on considered it impossible for the boat to carry 
them without accident. 





A meeting was held yesterday afternoon in this 
city for the purpose uf making arrangements in aid 
of the unfortunate sufferers by the recent fire at 
New.Castle, The distress occasioned by this event 
is represented as being very great, and the claims 
which it has created on the sympathy of our citi- 
zens, will, there can be no doubt, be met with a 
prompt and generous reception. While noticing 
this subject, we cannot but express our surprise 
that people will be so regardless of their own inte- 
test as to neglect the partial means of safety which 
the numerous insurance Companies in almost every 
section of the country offer. Of one hundred 
thousand dollars, supposed to have been lost in 
the little town of New-Castle, it is said not one 
cent was insured, This circumstance ought, and 
we havé no doubt will, operate as a powerful warn- 
ing to others.

DISTRESSING FIRE. 

A letter from a gentleman at New Castle, gives 
the following particulars of the fire which happen- 
ed there last Monday afternoon. 

“The Steam Boat will no doubt apprize you of 
the awful fire with which our town has been visit- 
ed. It commenced in the stable of Mr. Riddle 
about 2 o’clock, and his house and every one on 
that side of the street, except the one occupied by 
Mr. Bowman, and the cne in which Mr. Ban for- 
merly lived, is entirely destroyed. On the oppo- 
site side of the street, every house, from the one 
occupied by Mr. Roberts, to the elder Mr. Read’s 
is gone—the house of the latter stopped the fire. 
About twenty houses are destroyed, and as many 
families left without a home.” 

“ Independently of the loss of real property, there 
has been a considerable loss of personal, and many 
families are in a very distressiug situation. For- 
tunately no lives were lost-—Messrs. Riddle, both 
the Janviers’, Lewis, Ritchie McCullough, Sexton, 
Gchletree, Geo, Read, jr. and Latta, are amongst 
those who bave been burned out. It cannot be as-

Recent arrivals from Europe bring no _informa- 
tion of importance. The “ ramours of wars,” as 
was anticipated have died away, and the threaten- 
ing aspect which affairs lately wore, appears to 
have been exchanged for those of a milder cast. 
Efforts, we perceive, have been made in England 
to effect an acknowledgment of the independence 
of our South American friends, which, it is very 
probable, wi!l soon be done, if it is not before this. 
France seems well satisfied at present, and to judge 
from the late speech of Louis 1811;, is fully con- 
vinced of the necessity and justice of the Spanish 
invasion—a part of the troops have returned ; the 
remainder will continue in Spain until perfect or- 
der and tranquillity is restored. The elections in 
France have resulted in the triumph of the royal- 
ist party. The venerable patriot La Fayette has 
lost his election, and we may now anticipate a visit 
from him, which we are sure will prove equally 
gratifying to all. 


Extract of a letter, dated 
Pauss, February 23, 1824. 

The birth day of Washivgion was celebrated by 
the Americaris in Paris, on the 21st, the 22d being 
Sunday. They met to the number of about forty, 
at the Quadrant Bleu, and partook of a dinner 
served up in the greatest style of elegance. Mr. 
Barnet, our Consul, presided, with the Marquis 
de la Fayette on his left, and Mr. Sheldon, our 
Charge des Affaires, on his tight. The flags of 
France and the United Staves were displayed be- 
hind the President’« chair, and two wreaths were 
suspended, one on the right, enclosing the name 
of Washington, and the other on the lett, enclos- 
ing that of La Fayette. Those only who have seen 
the table of a fashionable French restorateur, ar- 
rayed for a public dinner, can imagine the taste 
and fancy which were 4isplayed om this occasion 

Nothing is calculated to make an American es- 
teem his country so much as a visit to Europe — 
“Home, sweet home,” the land of “ virtue, liber- 
ty, and independence,” is never 80 dear, as when 
viewed in contrast with the vice and despotism 
which reign over these lands. So we all thought, 
or poten. apt think, when we came together to 
celebrate one of the most animating American an- 
niversaries. < 

On reading toast complimentary to La Fay- 
ette, he rose, and made a short address, of which 
the following is the substance. You see it alludes 


to the subject of bis going to America, which it is 
ecate he will do, should fail of being elect- 
ed to the Chamber of Deputies, The Americans 
would be astonished to s¢e him look so young as ‘ 
he doves. 

J request you, gentlemen, to accept my affec- 
tionate thanké for these new testimonies of your 
friendsbip. While every generous mind, on this 











side of the Atlantic, has applauded the late noble 
and timely declaration of the United. States, it 
could not but excite the pride of a beart glowing 
with all the feelings of an vid American patriot 
and soldier—engaged, as 4 have been here trom 
the beginning, and as | now am, in great contest 
between the rights of mankind and the pretensions 
of European despotism and aristocracy. ‘There 
are motives of duty and honour that must direct 
the time when it shall be my happy lot to revis)t 
the shore of freedom, but that moment will be the 
most delightful | can ever enjoy.”

GREEN PEAS.

of his potatoe hills, the vines of which support and 
keep the peas from the ground, so that they will 
spread round and display themselves, to the eye 
and hand of the gatherer—he says neither the roots 
nor the vines of the peas, do any perceivable 1n- 
jury to the potatoes, Potatoes are now generally 
planted—yet pess may now be added, and even 
after the potatoes have vegetated above ground, 
the peas may be put in to equal advantage.

ADVICE. TO DAIRY MAIDS. 
In churning for Butter, always have an open space 
for the air to have free access to the cream. HU 
you stop up the orifice, as is customary, to pre- 
vent cream from splashing out, you may churn for 
hours in vain! Butter is produced by the union of 
oxygen with the cream, and more butter will be 
made and quicker, and of a fine flavor, if you have 
your churn sufficiently open, than it you have not 
an aperture of proper size.

BEES. 

The following easy method of taking the honey 
without destroying the bees, is generally practised 
in France ;—In the dusk of the evening, when the 
hees are quietly lodged, approach the hive, and 
turn it gently over, Having steadily placed it ina 
small pit, previous'y dug to receive it, with is 
| bottom upwards, cover it with a clean new hive, 
which has been properly prepared, with a few sticks 
across the inside of it, and rubbed with aromatic 
herbs: then having carefully adjusted the mouth 
of each hive to the other so that no aperture re- 
main between them, take a small stick, and beat 
gently round the sides of the lower hive for about 
ten Minutes, in warch time the bees will leave their 
cells in the old hive, ascend and adhere to the new 
one. Then gently lift up the upper hive, with all 
its little tenants, and place it on the stand from 
which the other was taken. This should be done 
some time in che week preceding midsummer day, 
that the bees may have time, before the summer 
flowers are faded, to lay in a new stock of honey, 
which they will not fail to do for their subsistence 
through the winter.
